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The quaking city of Matsu- 
shiro sits at the base of 
Mt. Minikami, the flat-top 
mountain in thebackground. 


The children all wear special padded bonnets to pro 
tect their heads from falling objects during quakes 


Statues at the Shimizu Buddhist Temple 
in Matsushiro had to be tied to the 
wall to keep them from toppling over. 


A school building is reinforced with wooden 
beams by volunteer carpenters to help hold it 
together during the numerous earthquakes. 


Fires, which normally follow the earth- 
quakes, are more feared than the quakes 
themselves. Matsushiro's firemen drill 
constantly with this small fire truck 
designed to get through narrow streets.

Tunnel was originally 
built to house the 
Emperor and his family 
in case Japan was in- 
vaded by U.S. troops 
during World War II.

quakes began there last August 3. 


A seUmographic scientist on the scene said that the epicenter 


of the quakes is an oval area seven by four miles with Mt. Mini- 
kgmi at its center. The mountain sits, at the edge of Matsushiro. 


The quakes are believed to be volcanic, the scientist said/ with 


molten lava striking hard against the earth's crust beneath the 


mountain. "It's like a pot boiling, rocking the lid. The bubbles are 
like jolts." 


If the lid—the ground under the town—wins the battle, the 


energy from below will eventually die out. 


That's a day eagerly looked forward to by the shaken citizens 


of Marsushiro. So far no one has been injured but the quakes 
have caused considerable damage, cracking walls, tilting pillar*, 
disjointing sliding doors and popping tiles from roofs,. 


Many of the town's old wooden school? had had to be con- 


demned. Others- are propped wp with warden beam*. School- 
children undergo constant earthquake drills, dropping from their 


stools to the fleer end piecing pillows on their heads fa protect 
them from falling objects.

fallen off to nothing. Other industries there also feel the pinch 
with the nervous residents all afraid fe leave their homes for 
long- 


Some say that the quake* will eventually subside but ethers 


claim that pressure is building for a majer blowup. In the mean- 
time, many ef Matsushire'i citizens are complaining that the 
constant quakes are making them neurotic.

Editor The Star: I am trying 


to locate several families, who 
apparently traveled together into 
your part of Arkansas and into 
northern Louisiana. The first 
of them came as early as 1820 
and others of the families follow* 
ed later. They came from Miss- 
ouri and Kentucky. 


We are writing a book on 


these families. These are t h e 
"lost branches11 of our family 
and we are anxious to find them 
so that the information about 
their families may be included 
in our record and preserved. 


Josiah Wilson, -with at least 


three 
children 
and 
possibly 


more, came from Lincoln Coun- 
ty, Mo., to Sevier County, Ark., 
in 1820. He had twin daughters 
Sarah (Sally) who later married 
John Miller, and Betsey w h o 
married Amos Wright. His son 
John, who came with him, mar- 
ried a widow Mary Henderson, 
in Homer, La., and moved to 
Terrell, Tex. 
It is possible that another of 


his daughters, Margaret Wilson, 
whose husband was John Ham- 
monds also came. The Ham- 
monds and Wilson families were 
related in more than one way. 


We have inherited some old 


letters written by Josiah and 
some of his descendants. In 1838 
Josiah wrote from Pine Wood, 
Sevier County, where he was 
living with his daughter Besty 
Wright, to his daughter S a l l y 
Miller in Minden, La. In about 
1920 
there was a Mrs. Laura 


Hammonds of DeQueen who was 
related to the family. At about 
the same time, a Mr. Ab Du- 
laney of Ben Lomand, Arkan- 
sas, corresponded with others 
in family, stating that he was 
trying to locate Josiah's grave, 
which may have been at Brown- 
town. I have presently been un- 
able to locate any of the Ham- 
mond, Dulaney, Wright, Miller, 
or Wilson families in that area, 
but feel there surely must be 
someone still living there. 


A Mrs. Elizabeth Holt Ham- 


monds who lived in LaMesa, 
California, in 1918, wrote to re- 
latives in Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas. The Rev. Dr. John D. Ham- 
monds of Hot Springs was ap- 
parently connected to the fam- 
ily. Some years ago, a Mrs. 
Nettie Miller Holmes, of Min- 
den, spent some time in gather- 
ing records which to date I've 
been unable to locate. 


The Wilson-Hammonds family 


holds a family reunion each year 
in Missouri. We'd be so pleased 
if we could find any of the above 
people. We have a great amount 
of information on many branches 
of this family which we'd glad- 
ly share with anyone who is in- 
terested.

'Everybody's Getting Into the Act

FALLS CM L I R C H . va.— 


(NBA) — It was inevitable. 
Dick Gilmartin and Bob Tul- 
lius reasoned, that someday 
somebfttfyj'was going to start 
making 'money 
in amateur 


sports car racing. 


So Gilmartin and Tullius 


decided to be first. They gave 
up lucrative jobs in Washing- 
ton, 
forpied 
a corporation 


and now, a year later, they 
are making money. 


"We are not trying to make 


the -SCCA (Sports Car Club 
of America) a profit-making 
outfit, or turn SCCA races 
Into Grand Prix events for 
the pros," said Gilmartin, 33, 
a former advertising agency 
account executive. 


"What we are trying to cre- 


ate is a more professional ap- 
proach to amateur racing. We 
want to make sure that would- 
be Jimmy Clarks know what 
they're getting into and how 
to go about it," he said. 


The corporation is called 


Group 44, after the number 
Tullius, one of the country's 
top amateurs, has on his rac- 
ing cars. Group 44 is finan- 
cially supported and equipped 
with cars and tools by Stand- 
ard-Triumph (TR-3 and TR-4),

"We operate in much the 


same way automotive manu- 
facturers support sprint and 
stock car racing," Gilmartin 
said. "We do not want to com- 
pete for money when we race. 


We do want to promote our 
cars and work with our sup- 
pliers on research and safe- 
ty." 


Gilmartin said that if there 


is a defensive tone to his ex- 
planation of his and Tullius' 
business, he could explain 
that, too. 


"When 
we began t h i s 


thing," he said, "there was 
criticism because some peo- 
ple thought we were trying 
to take amateur road racing 
away from the guy who works 
during the week and races on 
weekends as a hobby. 


"This isn't the case at all.

SCCA racing has become so 
competitive that it is threaten- 
ing to become a rich man's 
sport. The more competition, 
the more i! costs to keep up. 


"If a guy has driving talent 


we can help put him in a car 
at little cost. We hope other 
people will follow our lead. 


'It doesn't necessarily have 


to be a business." Gilmartin 
said. "Sports car clubs, as a 
few have done, can work non- 
profit and put cars on the 
track, holding down costs to 
individuals." 


SCCA plans support Group 


M's theory. This year, SCCA 
will conduct a minimum of 
250 speed events comprising 
more 
than 1,900 separate 


races involving at least 5,000 
drivers at 100 different sites. 
Competition will include some 
20,000 starting cars (produc- 
tion and modified sports cars, 
open-wheel and formula cars, 
and sedans) and over 1.5 mil- 
lion competition miles. 


Gilmartin said that after 


this racing season Group 44 
would branch into consultant 
work "for weekend warriors" 
and give safety clinics for 
teen-agers.

NEW YORK (NEA) 


Because Texas Western, a school that specializes in mining 


and metallurgy, won a national basketball championship re- 
cently, the subject of the scholar-athlete on the university 
level has been revived. 


Frankly, nothing would have been said if the seven central 


figures ot the drama didn't happen to be 
Negro, in a predominantly white school. 
They also come from such far-flung outposts 
as Gary, Ind., Detroit and the playground of 
Public School 120 in the Bronx. 


Frank McGuire ran virtually the same kind 


of underground railroad from Manhattan to 
Chapel Hill, N.C. A kid popped a token in 
the subway and, presto, he popped up in the 
land of Dixie in basketball shorts. The Tar 
Heels with the Brooklyn accents—leader Mc- 
Guire himself was an emigre from the con- 
crete jungle—won a national championship 
with a magnificent undefeated season in 1957. 


The team they beat, Kansas, had imported Wilt Chamber- 


lain, taller than the fields of wheat, from the streets of West 
Philadelphia. And don't think that didn't raise hell. 


But McGuire specialized in the recruiting of white boys to 


meet the social standards of the area in which he operated. 
So there was a permissiveness about his system. 


The atmosphere which permeated the arena when Texas 


Western met Kentucky in the NCAA finals on the University 
of Maryland campus was something else. Baron Adolph Rupp, 
the coach of the Southeastern Conference school, has never 
been the epitome of personal popularity. Kentucky has won 
more than its share of national championships. The Baron 
cunningly worked up sympathy for Rupp's Runts, as he called 
the Kentucky varsity. 


But the Miners, known only to the bands of coyotes which

Texas Western is a blatant example of recruiting for quick 


results in college athletics. Basketball lends itself to a blitz 
program to hit the big-time because the game demands only 
live men on the court at one time, 


Normally, Texas Western and its coach, Don Haskins, 


should ba applauded for their altruism in making college edu- 
cations available to underprivileged kids. Cager, Worsley, 
Artis, Ncvil Shed, Bobby Hill, David Lattin and Harry Flour- 
noy weren't classic college material. If they were, a lot of 
athletic mills much closer to home would have been per- 
suaded to enroll them. 


A man named Hilton White, who works for New York's 


recreation department, steered some of the kids to the school 
in El Paso. The recruiting network for colleges even manages 
to find such boys as Cager. u'ho skipped scholastic sports be- 
cause he had to work while in high school but was discovered 
playing for a team called the Bronx Falcons. 


Lattin, a high school All-American from Houston, had his 


own agent to represent him in the quest for higher education. 
Big Daddy D, as he's called, served a short term at Tennessee 
A&l before transferring to E! Paso. I have it on good authori- 
ty that the agent asked for 'walking around" money on his 
shopping expeditions. 


The hypocrisy of the situation is that while Texas Western 


competed on the highest NCAA level. Pennsylvania, the Ivy 
League champ, was shut out because that conference refused 
to adhere to the NCAA demand that all athletes maintain a 
16 grade le\el. 


Imagine a kid who plays basketball for Harvard explaining 


that he got on campus because "a man just called me up and 
made me a good offer 


That's how one of the Texas Western stars. Nevil Shed, 


purportedly described his matriculation.

81 Killed In 
Plane Crash; 
17 Survivors 


By CARL ROGAN 


ARDMORE, Okla. (AP) - A 


chartered airliner crashed in 
the foothills of the rugged Ar- 
buckle Mountains in southern 
Oklahoma Friday night, killing 
81 of its 98 passengers, most of 
them Army recruits preparing 
for advanced basic training. 


Seventeen survivors of the 


crash, which occurred when the 
huge turboprop overshot a con- 
verted World War II air base 
runway, were hospitalized, most 
of them in critical condition. 


The dead were 
taken to a 


temporary morgue set up in 
Ardmore's Civic Auditorium. 


There, 81 bodies were counted 


within a few hours after scores 
of rescuers began the grim task 
of moving victims from the 
heavily timbered hillside. 


The death toll included one 


person who survived the crash 
but died later in an Ardmore 
hospital. 


The official death count was 


confirmed by Col. George Dono- 
van, battalion commander of 
the Ardmore National Guard 
unit. 


The American Flyers airliner 


was to have stopped in Ardmore 
for fuel. It was flying from Ft. 
Ord, Calif., where the recruits 
had just completed basic train- 
ing, to Ft. Benning, G'a., where 
they were to start airborne and 
other types of advanced train- 
ing. 


The plane was piloted by 


Reed Pigman, president of 
American Flyers. Pigman was 
identified as one of the dead. 


A search continued through 


the night for victims of the 
crash, which left wreckage scat- 
tered over a wide area. 


"We worked like slaves, but it 


just didin't do any 'good," said 
Dr: James Schuller at Ardmore 
General Hospital-when the man 
who survived the crash later 
died. 


"It looked like an oil well 


blowing up," an eyewitness, 
Richardo Herera, 23, an Ameri- 
can Flyers student said. 


"The plane wobbled all over 


the place as we were coming 
down," said Pvt. James Gor- 
man of Bellerose, N.Y., one of 
the survivors. "Then the plane 
hit." 


Pvt. Joseph Deeny, 20, Lin- 


denwold, N.J., said he "had to 
crawl to get away from the 
flames — they were licking at 
my legs." 


"A couple of my friends were 


near me, and they were hurt 
awful bad," Deeny said. He had 
been sleeping in the rear of the 
plane and was thrown out when 
it slammed into the sandstone 
and granite slopes. 


Gorman said he was still fas- 


tened by his seat belt when the 
plane slammed to earth. 


"There was fire all around me 


and I undid my seat belt and got 
out ... But I didn't have to 
climb out. There wasn't any 
more plane." 


The crash of the Lockheed 


Electra turboprop occurred dur- 
ing light rain.
